John Lewis, in compliance with a court 
order, has directed members of the United 
Mine Workers’ Union to report for work 
today. 

A great many of the miners, who have 
been talking much the past few days to 
the effect that “injunctions don’t mine 
coal,” have declared they will disobey and 
stay at home. That sort-of talk has been 
encouraged by union leaders, including 
Philip Murray, head of the CIO, which 
the other day sent the Mine Union a check 
for $500,000 for its strike fund, and Wil- 
liam Green, President of the American 
Federation of Labor. Numerous Lewis 
underlings have declared the miners would 
not obey Lewis’ order to go back to work 
in obedience to the court. 

The miners have a way of knowing 
whether Lewis’ order was in earnest and 
meant to be obeyed or whether it merely 
was for the public and court records. 

While it is true that the courts cannot 
force an individual to work against his 
will, it also is obvious that the miners, or 
even a considerable portion of them, are

Ted Williams--Economic Lesson No. | 


There was, we noted, a great splurge 
on the sport pages last week when Ted 
Williams, the Boston Red Sox star, signed 
‘a new contract calling for a salary of 


» $125,000. 


That is $45,000 more than Babe Ruth 
got in his two peak years of 1930 and 
1931. But Ted’s take-home pay won’t go 
nearly so far. Babe Ruth netted, after 
Federal taxes, nearly $70,000. But in this 
year of 1950 Ted Williams, with an osten- 
sible income of $125,000 is going to have 
to pay $55,000 Federal income tax alone,

leaving him with $70,000. And wait, the 
State, too, has come in for its share. He 
will be lucky to have more than $50,000 
by the time that deal is finished. 

But, as the Baltimore Sun points out, 
the dollar .now will buy only 58 cents 
worth in terms of the 1930 dollar. Actu- 
ally then, poor young Mr. Williams is 
going to have, when everything is con- 
sidered, the equivalent of something in 
the neighborhood of $30,000 in Babe

Super-Bomb Attack Without Warning 


WASHINGTON—What disturbs us about a country like Russia getting possession of the atomic 
bomb is wrapped up in the essential difference between a democracy and a dictatorship. In the 
hands of an enemy dictator regime, powerful weapons of the atom and hydrogen bomb type could 
be used to inflict sudden and devastating blows upon us, delivered without warning and with crip- 


pling effect. 


Democracies, such as ours, do not wage war- 
Before a formal declaration of 


fare that way. 
war can be made, it has to be approved by reso- 
lution of Congress. In that way, we serve notice 
on the world of what our intentions are. Enemy 
nations are thus warned to be on their guard. 
We never strike the first blow without warning. 


The very reverse is possible and too often 


true of totalitarian regimes like Russia today. 


There the people have no parliamentary body to 
represent them in decisions of war, nor do the 
heads of Government feel any responsibility to 
consult the people in matters of major policy. 
What is decided is done secretly and without 
notice to the world of its design. 


That is the handicap under which we, as a 
democracy, labor in any threatened conflict with 
Soviet Russia. Given an equality with us in 


atomic weapons and the means for laying them 
down, the Russians are in position to strike us a 


crippling blow before we are aware of their 
plans. , 


No one can say that such a thing can- 
not happen te.us because it has happened 
before. The Japs did precisely that at Pearl 
Harbor, striking without warning while we 
still were at peace with them and before any 
notice of their intentions was given. It was 
possible for them te do so because of the

Once Russia becomes sufficiently armed with 
atomic weapons, Pearl Harbor could be repeated 
over again, except on a far greater and more 
devastating scale. Instead of some island pos- 
session or fortification of ours being attacked, 
a dozen of our larger key cities could be the tar- 
gets, with millions of our population wiped out 
in a matter of minutes. 

Sen. Millard Tydings, of Maryland, Chairman 
of the important Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee, has given a graphic picture of how it 
could be done. An enemy country, operating 
under a dictatorship, could arrange, he says, for 
some of its ships to call at the same time at the 
ports of our leading coast cities — New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, Norfolk, San Francisco, 
Los Angeles and Seattle. In the hold of each 
would be concealed one or more of the super 
bombs, all timed to go off at a certain hour. The 
crew, could quietly take leave and vanish into the 
countryside before the explosion took place. 

For another thing, a flock of submarines 
armed with new rocket devices for shooting 
atomic projectiles over long distances could sud- 
denly appear off our coasts at night. It is esti- 
mated by competent sources that enough atomic 
weapons could be let loose on our cities to kill 
ten, twenty or thirty million people—possibly 
even more. 

Dr. Harold Urey, the noted atomic scientist, 
has publicly repeated reports that a sufficient 
number of hydrogen bombs, exploded in the 
waters off the Pacific Coast, would be capable of 
giving off radioactivity which, if swept across the 
country by prevailing winds, would kill every 
living thing. In other words, it is possible that 
our whole population might be wiped out in this 
way by some stealthy blow, delivered as the at- 
tack on Pearl Harbor was made. 

It is a terrible thought to contemplate. . Even 
though the destruction of life would not be as 
great as some of the pictures paint it, the loss of 
our cities and industrial centers would be so 
considerable that we might have little left to 
fight for. 

These are some of the grave possibilties we 


have ta consider in pondering the problem of dic-

I often am a puzzled man, humble before 
mysteries, large and small, and one of the items 
which puzzles me is the farm problem:

Something within me cries out, in the face of the potato scandal, 
the eggs stored in caves, and the butter cooling in chilled man- 
made caverns, that what we have now in the farm situation is cer- 
tainly Socialism and the Farm Bureau knows it. 

I have doubts about the Brannan plan, but it is not now my 
purpose to argue whether it be good or bad, but to argue against 
the hypocrisy of calling it “Socialism” in defense of the present 


plan, 

$500 000 I am around farmers as,much as I can because I 
‘ like farmers and farms, and I know, too, that we 

must have some form of price supports. 

But for the Farm Bureau, which I support, to ignore the facts 
of the present situation is ridiculous. 

Several “farmers” in Aroostock County, Maine, have received 
more than $500,000 annually from the government. Many more 
have been paid above $250,000. 

The Brannan plan said that only crops of a value up to $25,000 
would be guaranteed price supports, or subsidies. This was Social- 
ism, said the big farmers whose potato fields have been bringing 
in $500,000. Why they denounced it as Socialism is plain. 

The eggs are deteriorating and so is the butter. ‘The Congress, 
which is stuck with them, is genuinely worried. Hiawasee Col- 

. lege, in a Republican County in East Tennessee, refuses surplus 
crops because it is opposed to “paternalism.” While the GOP boss 
in the county: may have been active, there is a certain salty inde- 
pendence in what the college said. We don’t want paternalism. 

But, after all, the old adage about cutting off our noses to spite 
our faces still makes sense to me. We—the taxpayers—are paying 
for these surplus potatoes, eggs, butter and other stored crops. If 
they can be eaten I think they should be. It is not merely folly, but 
it is downright sinful to destroy food or willfully allow it to go 
unused. We, the taxpayers, Republicans and Democrats, are pay- 
ing for these goods and I, for one, while admiring independence, 
think we should make every effort to get these surplus foods into 
the stomachs of hungry and needy people... especially children. 


| The facts are the Brannan plan was defeated, no 
Brannan because it was Socialistic, but because it was 
Socialistic enough. 

It was opposed, and defeated, by those farmers who wanted 
wool, tung oil and many other items “protected.” Had they been 
included the bill would have passed. Had it not put a ceiling of 
$25,000 on crops to be subsidized from any one farm, the bill would 
not have been opposed by the potato growers, who often are not 
farmers at all but quickly organized corporations which leased huge 
acreages and put them into potatoes to take advantage of the gov- 
ernment price support. It is these which led in receiving Federal 
sums of more than $500,000 and now cry “Socialism” at Brannan. 

Briefly, the Brannan plan provides that when crop prices fall 
too low because of a big crop, the surplus will not be stored or de- 
stroyed, but will be sold on the open market for what it will bring 
and eaten by the taxpayers with no trace of “paternalism,” al- 
though, of course, the farmers will be reimbursed with subsidies in 
the form of “production payments.” 

One of the arguments is about controls. 

It can come down to this simplified form: If there are no con- 
trols then subsidies will remain out of control, as now, with get- 
rich-quick groups leasing large sections of land and growing crops 
to get the government high support prices. If there are controls 
they can’t do it. But, also, if there are controls they interfere with 
the American system of free enterprise. It is the old problem of 
not being able to live half controlled and half free. We can’t afford 
the scandal of allowing individuals to receive sums of over $500,000 
because there are no controls. 

So—what will we do? Eat the food or destroy it or let it rot? 

Whichever it is, let’s not be fooled by “Socialism” cries from 


the boys who fear they may be deprived of those $500,000 checks. .

This is the first and perhaps 
the most formidable obstacle

ment” is the way to get it. 
THE ABLEST defense of the 
European viewpoint made to the 
travel editors came from a 
British journalist. One of the 
Americans suggested to him that 
if we had pursued the same poli- 
cies of caution and aim of safety 
in the last céntury, we never 
would have sent settlers in to 
Open the West at the price of 
much hardship and many lives, 
“Quite,” said the Britisher. 
“Opening the West cost many 
people their scalps.

No Real ‘Me Tooism’ in Britain 


LONDON—In this and succeeding articles, I shall attempt to 


interpret the British election campaign from 


the scene. The is- 


sues, personalities, political methods and party machinery will 


come in for consideration. 


Equally important, the underlying 


conditions in Britain will be briefly surveyed, for these are the 


background of all campaign oratory and issues. 


Because so many 


of the issues here have related counterparts in the United States, 
some comparisons, contrasts and lessons will be in order. 


It should be said at the out- 
set that the use of the American 
term, “me, too,” has no real ap- 
plication ta this political show. 
In the United States, we use that 
phrase to.say that Republicans 

romise the same things as the 

mocrats, while maintaining 
that they will run them better. 
Labor speakers over here try to 
say that the Conservatives are 
me-tooing. One has quoted the 
American song, “Anything You 
Can Do, I Can Do. Better,” in 
taunting his opponent. But that 
does not describe the case. 


IT IS TRUE that the Conserv: 
atives promise that none of the 
important present adventures in 
Socialism will be abandoned. 
Pensions and other benefits will 
not be reduced. The new health 
plan will go on, Coal and the 
Bank of England will remain 
government activities. But be- 
yond that they will not go—at 
least not until free enterprise 
has had a chance to maintain 
full employment, which the Con- 
servatives also advocate. Like 
all believers in free enterprise, 
the Conservatives assert that if 
the threat of socialization is re- 
moved from industries, they will 
prosper and provide full em- 
ployment and a higher standard 
of living. 


The sharp philosophical con- 
trast between the parties is 
afforded by the assertion that, 
unless such industries mend 
their ways, there will be so-

Property Assessment Hike

Decatur City Commission today continues to defend a 
recent re-evaluation study and new tax structure despite out- 
spoken objections from citizens. 

It’s purely a matter of business, Commissioners contend. 
Citizens demand services and City Commission miust raise 
money- to furnish those services. The money comes from 
taxes. Deévatur went in the red $50,182.96 last year. More

“All tax monies collected by the 
city are distributed among three 
funds,” they «explain, “schools, 
bond and sinking fund, and the 


figure, and hope to be ready for

lowered mark will raise last year’s 
digest by about $5,000,000. 


Under law, schools may receive; The tax rate, which will finally 


no more than $1.25 per $100 as- 
sessments. Last year the Bond 
and Sinking Fund took 30 cents.

City Commission ‘set an 
assessment figure at 90 percent of 
real value as listed by the new 
study. Citizens immnediately pro- 
tested loudly. Commission backed 
waters lowered the assessment 
rate to 75 percent.
